THE FREE RAILROAD DILL.

The Senate bas been engnged to-day in de-
bating the Free Railrond bill, as introduced by
Mr. Landon, of Bradford. A synopsis of it
ks already appeared in Tur Evesmo Taie-
erAra.  The bill i very olosely drawn, and {s
dogigned to prevent companios  organized
under its provisions from perpotrating fraads
oen the stockholders, The bill is violently
opposed Ly Messrs. Bigham, Lowry, and others,
on the ground that if it ghould paes it will not
meet with the approbation of the friends of
afree railroad law, The ndividual Mability
clause appears to be a stumbing-block in
their way. Maosars. Commell, Ridgway, Me-
Candless, and Denavan contend that this
clause is exsentinl to protect the interests o
property-holders, and the mschanies and
laborers who may be employed in the con-
struction of roads buailt under its provisions.
The discussion was marked with much warmth
and some bad feeling.

A SEW MILITAEY BiLb,

Mr. Freeborn read In place this aftornoon a
bill to reorganize and provide for the better
disvipline of the Militia of the State of Penn
gylvania. 1t applies only to the first Military
Distriet, and imposes a fine of four dollars per
annum on each l{u-mnn of suitable age who
does not Join a military organization, the fine
to be applied to the .-mp]|mrt of the new system,

All soldiers, under the provisions of this
bill, are exempted from jury duty. The bill
has been caretully revised by Colonel Prevost
and other wilitary gentlemen of distinetion,
and in its main features 18 the same ag the
New York lnw, which it is snid works soadmi-
rably, The whole militia system of the State
will thus be mnde self-ssupporting. It is time
that the soldiers had pald some attention to
this matter, ak the Loglslature will adjonrn in
the course of thé next four woeks.

RUNNING KTEAM CANS IN THE C17y,

Mr. Hood, from the special commities on the
gubjeet, reported a bill this afternoon to pre-
wvent, from and after the first day of November,
1867, the Philadelphia and Trenton Railroad
Company from running locomotives south of
Lehigh avenue in the oity of Philadelphia.
The committee had several sittings in Phila-
delphia during the past month, and the evi-
dence was very strong against the use of steam
by railroad companies In the thickly populated
portions of the city,

The Committes haye lﬂlL‘y-!l. reported in
reference to the Philadelphia, Wilmington,
and Baltimore, and Philadslphia, German-
town, and Norristown Railroad Companies,
" It is presamied that those companies will s0
arrange matiters as to meet the approyal of the
citizens of Philadelphia, without requiring
legiglative aection to compe! them to vense
running their locomotives throngh the city,

George Wagner Hanged in New Y ork
for the Murder of His Wife,

———

New Yong, March 1.—GCeorge Wagner was
hinged in the Toombs' prison yard at 8 o'clock
this morning, for the murder of his wite. Heo
was attended, on the gallows by Father Duran-
quet, of the Catholic Church,

The Ivibune ol this morning says:—

It will be remembered that Wagners was o
most brutal crime, In the broad day, in the
wonth of June, 1866, he selzed his wife, threw
her down, and 'Imeellnm ou her back, crusned
hor skull with ap axe. He was convieted of

murder.  Alter hizs convictlon his connsel
obtained a writ of error, and the case was

| tnken trom court wo court, till finally, in Decem-

bor last, the conviction was afirmed in the
Court of Appra}a. Al the Janunry term of the
Supreme Court, General Term, Wagner wus
rogentenced to be executed, the lime apoointed
belng to<day. Applcation was then made Lo
Governor Fenton for commutation of septence,
The following is the response of the Goveruos,
which was received yesterday:— .

Wagner has no relations in this city. He has

spent nearly $500 for him sinee the morder.
Wagner expresses himeelf as prepared to
meet his fate, A French ludy and danehter,
together with the Rev. Father Duranquet, have
been unceasing in thewr efforts to minister to
his epiritnal welfare, and the prisoner proicases
to bhave received the cousolutions of religion,

AN IMPORTANT AOT 1§ NRGARD TO WEIGHTS,

Mr. Haines, from the Committee on Agricul-
ture and Manufactures, has reported an act in
regard to weights and measures, which will be
read with interest.

Wagner is a
native of Bavaria, and is now forty-one yeéars of
age,  In 1663 he came to America, residing
the first Awo years in Brooklyni aiter that time
his bome was 1o this city, where he was em-
ployed a8 & jourseyman cabinetmaker up to the
moment ot the unfortunate occurrence which
has consigued him to & felon's cell, and perhaps
to a fclon’s denth, He has no near relations
living, except & half brother and & balf sister,
from whom he has not heard for & great whlle,
At the last secounts they were still in Bavarin,
The prisoner is in stature about medium helght,
and when he enfered upon his continement
gome cighteen months ago, presented an ap-
wearance of good heulth and physical vigor,

is face is rather oval in shape, nose promi-
nent, a lght blue eye, orown hair, with beard
and mousiache of s reddish-brown color, Long
imprisonment and meutal suffering have re.
duced bim almost to & mere shadow, and glven
Iiim un ashy paller. He is dressed v the same
grey eont aud vest and dark pants that he wore
when arrested, His voice I8 mild aod sab-
dued, snd his general demeavor quiet wod
resigned, T uring the first few months of his in-
carceration be occupied a cell In the second cor-
ridor of the City Prizon Tenth months ago he
was removed to cell No. 4, in the ground tler,
which he will leave ouly to pay the dread
penglty of hig erime, unless Executive clemency
should interpose to give him a place in the Blate
Prison. He saye that in early daye he received
no moral trailoing except as hig own melination
adopted, and was never talked to on the sub-
jeet of religlon. Sipnoe belng removed to his
]mem-nt. quuarters he has embraced the Catholie
ith, and recelves weekly visite from Father
Duranquet snd the Sisters of Mem‘r. These huve
instructed bim o religlous devotions, and pro-
vided & tew books, thus sffording the only
means that can usvail the wretehed man for
consolation in these trylog hours of solitode and
terrible anticlpation. He saye that for a while
his mind wos much distressed; vhen awake he
sank under gloomy forebodings, and his sleop
was troubled by frightful dreams, but since
religion has esome to bis aid, he feels greatly
comiorted, eleeps well, and is resigned to the
fate thal seems to awnit him.  Of the crime
which he is so soon, probably, to expute,
Wagner professes to be entirely ignorant, He
does pot protest innocence, but Inslsta that if
Le did commit it, the act was done durlog & Ut
of temporary inssnity, symptoms of which had
previously manifested themselves in periods of
mental abstraction, sccompanied b{ sirange
vagaries lo his conduet, Those who have long
koown bilm sive him an excellent character,
He was weoll Hkoed lby his shopmates, one of
whom bas expended $600 of his own means in
behall of the anfortunate man, Wagner speaks
bighly of the treatment he hus rececived nt the
hands of the prison keeper. His oell
Is neatly furnished, mns the oells usually
are, wilh un jron bedsiead and chair,
Near one cornér hungs s small crocidx,
before which he spends most of his time o de-
yotional exercises, At times, while gonversing,
his ap Is collected nud eye valm;
but frequently s clond seems suddenly to gather
over his #oul; lis e&e dilutes frightfully, ns ex-
pressing p frenzy of borror, und he will talk for
awhile abstractedly, ns if at that moment he had
tpken leaye of his lust cherished hope, and given
himsell up to deepalr and melancholy, A brief
vislt firom our reporter seemed to revive hia
spirits to rome degree for the Ume being, but
upon taking leave he again relupsed Into his
usunl ssdness, and his pale, attepusted figure
sank k into the gloom ol his cell, like &
dead man retiring to his tomb, Whether Wagner
‘be gullty and deserving of extreme punishment
or nat, his situstion and appenrance cannot fuil
to excite the most profound commiserntion.

Bhut up In his lonely cell with naught, aside
from his religions devations, to oocuﬂj his mind
but the appalling contemplation of the spectacle

he ie soon to present to the world, he broods
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over his doom, counts the days, the hours, the
Riputes, snd mlmost the lessoping seconds,

without being able to turn his sickened soul
from the prospect, The awtal puraphernalia of
the exeouloner stands before him: his mind
freeges with horror; but there l& no respite;
nothing to draw the vell of dark obsourity be-
\ween him and his impendine fate, Dreadful
putic pation goaws at his heart, s cheek fades
into the blanobed hue of dewth, o moral paralysis
